“I dom't care to say as (o that, or
when it will be done, as that would
glve notlce to these proprietors” he
replied, “But I can tell you one thing,
no one will be arrested tonight.”

“I have placed the Information before
Mr. Manning and I will give him suffl-
clent time to file the Information with
the court,” sald Attorney Murphy yes-
terday, “We will force him to take
some action, The other gambling
houses here are running. McDevitt
wants to run one; why can’'t he?™

The members of the city government
are sitting back and watching the dis-
trict attorney's office with Interest,

“No, the city adminlstration ¢an hot
fo anything even if it had the desire to
do 80" sald Mayor Willlams yester-
day. “As far as I am concerned, 1
would llke to see every gambling house
out of the city, but I can't see where
the money will come from to run the
clty ™

The sporting element Is keeplng Ilg
eye on the ofice of the district attor«
ney with even more interest than are
the city officials. To be sure, there is
“nothin’ doin’” about the gambling
houses just now, during the summer
months, but there are encugh rumors
of exposes and confiicts to satisfy the
most ardent sensation-seeker,

The Orpheum gambling house case
was called in the municipal court yes-
terday, but at the request of the de-
fendant's counsel was continued untll
this morning, at which time it will be
heard by Judge Hogue.
